Salem. Mass., June 26.—Nearly half 
the ' Old Witch City” of Salem, rich 
in historic buildings 
and 
tradition, 
was devastated late yesterday after­ 
noon and last night by a fire that 
caused an estimated loss of twenty 
million dollars, destroying one thou­ 
sand buildings, including a score of 
manufacturing 
establishments, 
and 
made ten thousand of the 45,000 resi­ 
dents homeless. 
The 
fire 
originated in the Korn 
leather factory on the west side of 
the city about 2 o'clock last after­ 
noon, swept through the shoe and 
leather manufacturing distinct, ruin­ 
ing every building In a curving path 
three miles long and more th in a half 
mile wide. 
The conflagration ' burned itself out 
in the leveled ruins of the city. 
The 
loss is estimated at ten million dol­ 
lars. 
Several 
people were 
injured 
and is dead. 
The burned district followed lines 
of a rough semi-circle, three railes 
long and varying in width from half 
a mile to a mile and a half. 
A fourth. 
of the city’s population is homeless. 
Most of the historic buildings were 
saved . All the open spaces of the 
city's outskirts are 
populated 
this 
morning with refugees. 
The Korn leather factory, where 
the fire started, is at the foot of Gal­ 
lows J Hill., 
famous as the hanging 
place for witclfo* in the early colonial 
days. 
The fire department was help­ 
less, as the water supply was soon 
exhausted, and dynamite was finally

statement: 
“Mrs. Roe is dead from a rifle shot.

made and my future action will be 
governed by the evidence. 
There has 
been some conflicting testimony, and 
It is my purpose to sift the matter to 
the bottom.” 
Mrs. Roe was shot 
through 
the 
neck while at Bellama Springs Sun­ 
day with her husband and two chil­ 
dren. 
She 
died 
Wednesday 
after­ 
noon. 
The shooting was done with a 
high-pow cr rifle in the hands of her 
husband. Frank Roe, who declares it 
was an accident. 
Roe at the inquest yesterday said 
he was seated four feet behind his 
wife and to the right of her, with the 
rifle under his left arm. 
While he 
was thus seated his 13-year-old deaf 
daughter ran up to him and grabbed 
him by the shoulders, causing the 
weapon to be discharged, he said. 
The child testified she jostled her 
father, but said th4t he was standing 
and that the rifle was under his right 
arm. 
Other witnesses testified Roe 
had told him he was standing when 
the shooting occurred. 
The girl testified her mother did 
not want to go on the outing, but 
that her father insisted.

Sayee Time and Avoids Upsetting Di­ 
gestion of Fowls—Mash Mixtures 
Used by Breeders. 


(B y E. K. PARK INSO N, Farm M anage, 
meet Expert. 
Copyright, lilt.) 
The two principal objects of popper 
feeding are to save time and avoid up­ 
setting the digestion of fowls from 
careless feeding. 
On large commercial plants—in fact, 
on any farm where poultry are kept in 
considerable numbers—time is money 
and must be saved, so by degrees the 
hopper has come to be used univer­ 
sally. The usual materials are fed in 
it, but mixed in bulk and put into 
hoppers dry in sufficient quantities to 
last several days. There are some who 
object to hoppers, fearing they attract 
rata, mice, sparrows, etc., and that 
fowls eat less freely of dry mash and 
conaequently do not lay as welL The 
first of these objections Is overcome by 
using metal hoppers with lids. These 
may be purchased from any poultry 
supply house. The second objection Is 
true, but the slight loss of eggs is off­ 
set by saving in the time spent in feed­ 
ing. 
There are, of course, those who have 
made a great success with poultry 
feeding cooked mashes, and in such 
cases It is inadvisable to change. But 
where feeding is done by a hired man, 
who is apt to be careless In keeping 
feed troughs clean and well scalded or 
allowing the maah to stand until sour, 
upsetting 
the 
digestion 
of 
entire 
flocks and causing loss In the egg 
yield, the change to the hopper meth­ 
od will prove beneficial. 
For those who think of changing 
from the old to the new method per­ 
haps a few of the dry mash mixtures 
used by successful poultry breeders 
may prove helpful. A well tried one 
consists of coarse wheat bran, 209 
pounds; cornmeal, IOO pounds; ground 
oats, IOO pounds; gluten meal, IOO 
pounds; middlings, 75 pounds; feeding 
Spur, 25 pounds; fine beef scraps, 30 
pounds, and fish scraps, 36 pounds. For 
Leghorns the following has been found 
good: 
Cornmeal, 60 pounds; wheat 
middlings, 60 pounds; wheat bran, 30 
pounds; alfalfa meal, IO pounds; oil 
meal, IO pounds ; beef scrap. 50 pounds, 
and table salt IO pounds. The Maine 
experiment station recommends wheat 
bran, 
200 
pounds; 
cornmeal, 
IOO 
pounds; middlings. IOO pounds; gluten 
meal, IOO pounds; linseed meal, IOO 
pounds; beef scrap. IOO pounds.

Q*-—Jn Psalm 16:10 we read, ^Thou 
wilt not leave my soul in hell.” 
Does 
this imply that all souls die and are 
left in hell? 
(Psuche.) 
Answer.—The w^ord “hell” in this 
passage could not possibly refer to a 
place of eternal torment, for no one 
would think that our Lord ever went 
to such a place. 
This being so, it is 
easy to understand how good souls go 
to “sheol,” hell, as well as bad; indeed, 
ail souls go to hell. "We may, however, 
ask the question. W hat is bell? The 
word hell in the passage is “sheol” in 
the Hebrew, and means the death 
state, the condition that all go into 
when they die, The word “sheol” is 
translated in the Old Testament w rit­ 
ings more times by tile words “grave” 
and “pit” than it is translated hell. Ap­ 
parently, then, grave or death state is 
the true meaning of the word. For ex­ 
ample, read Genesis 42:3S, where Jacob 
speaks of his gray hairs going down 
in sorrow to the grave—not a place of 
torment, surely, although it is the same 
Hebrew word that is used. It is cor­ 
rect, then, to say that all souls go to 
“sheol,” the Bible hell. 
All go to the 
grave condition, where, as the Scrip­ 
tures put i t “the wicked cease from 
troubling, and the weary are at rest.*1 
The death of Jesus Christ has made 
possible the return of all the human 
race from “sheol,” hell, the grave, 
through the resurrection of the dead. 
That they are not to remain in hell is 
clear from the words of the Lord in 
John 5:28, where he says “all that are 
in their graves shall hear the voice of 
the son of man, and come forth.” We 
read in Bevelation 20:13 that death and 
hell delivered up the dead that were in 
them. 
From this last passage it is 
clear that dead people are in hell!—it 
is the state of the dead. Ilosea (13:14) 
prophesies the destruction of this con­ 
dition. saying. “O death, I will he thy 
plagues; O sheol, I will be thy destruc­ 
tion.”
